The most com-
yoon concerna call forth Lis warmest eloquence.
Like Emerson, be does not disdain to draw a
moral from **the milk in the pan, or the wesl io
the tub,™ but unlike him he does not duzzle by
sparkling phrases, or leave hig readers to grope
through o labyrinth of brilliauts for the pnrport
of Lis thought. He is slways lucid and trous-
parent, i nob profound; his style has a raey
heariiness, strongly tinctured with the flavor of
the vernaculor; snd without eonceit or affecta-
tion, his pages leave a deep impression of the
beulthiness of Lis intellect and the sincerity of his
utternuce,
